Ottawa, Sept. 22— Radio, the Can- 
adian National Railways, and the 
Bank of Canad are all away to a new 
start, with new blood in the manage 
ment of affairs, and some changes in 
general policy. Broadly speaking, the 
government is Carrying out election 
pledges, and is seeking to correct 
some weaknesses which the 
lence of recent years disclosed. 

ake radio, for instance. lor three 
years we have had a commission of 
three, with the chairman acting as 
general manager. Many improvements 
in radio broadcasting have resuited 
But ap arliamentary committee last 
session concluded that the three man 
commission wak a faulty set-up, ‘They 
recommended a change to the British 
system. 

So now we have a Board of Gover- 
hors, nine in number, with the witty 
Leonard Brockington of Winnipeg as 
chairman, and such well known per- 
sons as Nellie cClung, Wilfred Bovey 
and N. L. Nathanason on it. Also we 
are to have a general manager, al- 
most certainly Major Gladstone Mur- 
ray, a Canadian who has reached the 
top rungs in British broadcasting. 
Division of Duties 

The Board of Governors will  ap- 
praise and direct public taste in the 
matter of programs; the general man 
ager and his assistant will seek to 
give the public what the governors 
think it wants. The control enjoyed 
formerly by the commission is divid- 
ed. 

There will be, also, some building 
of stations and some increases in 
power of existing stations. The Caa- 
adian Broadcasting Corporation 
won't have the money to acquirg all 
private stations, but it will gradually 
extend public ownership as funds per- 
mit. It will try to reach some of the 
‘dead spots’ in regions of Canada 
which cannot now hear our own pro 
grams.

—— einen kewchairman has a deep faith in 


the possibilities of radio broadcasting 
to bring and bind together the diverse 
far-flung parts of Canada. He is a 
man of cultured tastes, and will seek 
to raise the standard of programs to 
desirable level. Not too highbrow, of 
course. But sufficiently high that 
those people who want something ‘a 
bit better’ on the air won't be disap- 
pointed, 

Changes on C. N. R. 

What about the ‘new deal’ on the 
Canadian National? 

We have had three years of Three 
Man Trustee government, with the 
chairman all powerful. It was to be 
a sort of receivership for a bankrupt 
system, The present government does 
not believe that it accomplished any 
more than a good directorate would 
have, in concrete results, and that it 
had a depressing effect on the morale 
of the employees. So now we go back 
to a board of directors but not the 
board as of Sir Henry ‘Vhornton’s 
day. That was a large (17) and scat- 
tered directorate, with limited pow- 
ers of supervision, Now we have a 
small, efficient (so it is hoped) board 
of seven, embracing some outstanding 
lawyers and mining men, The presid- 
ent, S. J. Hungerford, is also the 
chairman, but before long it is  pro- 
posed to separate these offices. 

Its first job is to make the system
